"with two "strange men" and never 
came back. He said he did not re- 
port the disappearance. He was 
to be questioned in detail today at 
the inquest. 


MOTHER OF FIVE 


The victim was the mother of 


five small children. The body was 
found in the depths of a well which 
sets on the edge of an isolated 
woods six miles north of Peebles, 
O., in Adams county, only a few 
paces from the Haws home. 


Coroner M, L. Purdin declared the 
woman was doubtless slain before 
her body was thrown into the well. 
He withheld official verdict, how- 
ever, until after- the inquest. 


Searching through the woods for 


game yesterday, -Marion Garter and 
fitsT uncle/'- "two hunters" of near 
here, came upon the old well, and 
discovered the body floating at 
the bottom.

UP 


THE LOW-COST MEAL 


The safe way to plan a low- 


cost diet, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, is to 
provide, within the limits of 
the 


family pocketbook, as much 
of 


the cheapest foods and as lit^e of 
the more expensive foods as will 
keep the food supply in "balance." 
Among the cheapest foods 
are 


bread and cereals. As the rule 
works out in practice, a family of 
five, using 30 pounds of bread, 
flour 
and other cereals every 


week, needs 28 quarts of milk, 20 


pounds of potatoes, 27 pounds of 
other vegetables, 8 
pounds of 


meat and eggs, 3 pounds of fats 
and 3 pounds of sweets to balance 
the 30 pounds of cereal foods in 
such a budget. 


But that is a lot of bread and 


cereals, you may think! The mo- 
ther in that household may 
find 


it hard to keep her family inter- 
ested in so much of one kind of 
food. On the 
other 
hand, the 


Bureau of Home EC. points out, 
a commonplace meal can be much 
"dressed up" by some special 
bread, and there are almost count-

Some bakers' bread is milk bread, 
and more of it doubtless will be as 
tim« goes on anu bakers respond 
to a demand for toe richer pro- 
duct. 
Fresh 
milk, 
sour milk, 


evaporated or dried milk have 
about the same food vslue and are 
equally good in brsadmsiking.. 


Then there is the variety m 


kinds of flour or meal that S° 
into bread. The dark grains -Pr 
flours, like whole wheat, bran, 
whole-ground corn meal, or oat- 
meal, contain very valuable 
food 


substances which are usually tak- 
en away in the process of milling, 
The dark breads, therefore, as 
the milk breads, contain some of 
the same protective values that 
are provided in vegetables and 
fruits. Not enough, it is true, but 
more than the white breads that 
are made with water, which have 
value only as fuel foods. 


Quick breads, or hot breads, — 


that is, breads leavened with bak- 
ing powder or with sour milk and

A child may suiter a very mill! type 
of Ecarlot fever .and seem to require 
little attention. But the serms of the 
disease become localized in one kid- 
ney or both kidneys.
